AGCUSED OF LARCENY 


Known as “ Postage Stamp Cap- 


italist ’’ Since He Got $1,500,- 
000 Bonds on a 2-CentRisk. 











BID HERE FOR $40,000,000 





“Investor ’’ Says White Kept $600 That 
Should Have Gone Into an “ Extra 


Opportunity " Offered. 





Abraham White, who achieved fame in 
Wall Street fifteen years ago by bidding 
for and getting a $1,500,000 slice of the 
Cleveland bond issue with no more capi- 
tal than the postage which carried his 
bids and who has since been chiefly 
known as an alluring bidder for the bus- 
iness of out-of-town investors, who want 
to get rich in a hurry, was arrested last 
night on a charge of larceny. 

The offense, for which Detectives Mce- 
Conville and Nelson, acting for the Dis- 
trict Attorney, picked him up, is tech- 
nically ‘‘ larceny as bailee,’’ but in plain 
English he is charged by one of his past 
customers with having appropriated to 
his own use a six-hundred-dollar invest- 
| ment.

Zane says this was the only return he 
ever received, and that subsequent efforts 
on his part to communicate with White 
were unavailing. He did not complain 
until] March 10 of this year. 

Detective McConville says he haunted 
White's office at 52 Broadway, where he 
did business as the Abraham White Bond- 
ing Company, but could find no trace of 
White. Then unexpectedly he recognized 
him on Broadway vesterday. 

At the Night Court White said that he 
didn’t remember any such transaction as 
that told of by Zane. He thought that 
the Greater New York Security Com- 
many might have been importuned by 
f7ane and that he might then have had 
#n interview with him about investments. 
He thought he dimly remembered that 
Zane had told him about having friends in 
a fraternal order who wished to invest 
in Wall Street, and that he advised him 
to leave the Street alone.

The money from Russel] Sage which 
Mr. White referred to in the police eourt 
last night may have been the funds which 
Russell Sage supplied to take up the 
$1,500,000 bonds bid for successfully by 
Abraham White in 1896. 

Secretary Carlise had not required de- 
posits to accompany bids when these 
bonds were put out, and White, who had 
been in Wall Street long enough to get a 
pretty good line on what the bankers 
were bidding, made a series of guesses 
covering $7,000,000 of the bonds, and Wall 
Street woke up when the awards were an- 
nounced to diseover that an unknown had 
been awarded $1,500,000 of the securities. 
It was the first time that any one had 
taken advantage of the fact that no se- 
curity or Gepos t was required as evidence 
of good faith, and White became famous. 

‘he bonds immedjateely went well 
above the prices at whic thev were 
awarded, and White had no difficulty in 
getting Russell Sage to put up money on 
a contract, in which the Government was 
the only party._bound. White was said to 
have made close to $100,000 on the trans- 
action.

A Crash Expected Before Long—Boom 


Largely Due to American De- 
mand for Autos.

LONDON, April 19.—Rubber to-day 
rose to the record figure of 12s. 10d. 
per pound. Two years ago the price 
was Us. 9d. a pound. 
There are now in existence nearly 
300 rubber plantation companies, most 
of them of recent origin, and the num- 
ber increases daily. The rubber mania 
is now believed to have reached its 
Climax. Yesterday eight sew compa- 
nies asked for subscriptions, the total 
capital asked for being $4,775,000. The 
banks taking in subscriptions were 
rushed by mobs of men, women, and 
even children. Brokers, clerks, com- 
missionaires, messenger boys,§ and 
street porters fought their way to the 
counters to throw in their applications 
for shares. In a few minutes the two 
chief companies were oversubscribed, 
and a little later in the day there were 
Gealings in these lottery tickets at 500 
and GOO per cent. premium. Two-shil- 
ling shares were run after at 14s. and 
15s., while for £1 shares as much as i7 
was cheerfully paid, rather prom- 
ised, for all these transactions are done 
for special settlement, in other words, 
on long credit. No money may have to 
be put for several months, and in 
the interval prices are expected to 
double or treble themselves. 

An equally mad outburst is the rub- 
ber gambling on the Stock Exchange 
itself. It is quite evident that the rub- 
ber boom has reached its “ South Sea 
stage.”’ 

W. R. Lawson, the course of an 
article which The Daily Mail will pub- 
lish to-morrow, says that all bounds of 
reason and safety have been passed and 
the only reason why the collapse holds 
off is that a large proportion of the 
dealing has been done on the deferred 
payment plan. It is estimated that the 
contingent liabilities of new rubber 
companies last week were not less than 
twenty millions sterling. Since then at 
least two millions more have been ada- 
ed by the new issues of the past few 
days. When special settlements are 
coming along rapidly and fancy pre- 
miums have to be paid in hard cash, 
the trouble will begin. 

Manv sensational stories are afloat 
about impending revelations at special 
settlements. One comparatively small 
broker lost himself altogether in the 
multitude of his dealings. It is said 
that the ‘‘special’’ he asked a 
friend to through his books and 
tell him he stood. The result of 
the inquiry wes rather startling, for he 
was liable to take up new shares to the 
amount of fully a million sterling. It 
is quite common to have 60,000 or 
70,000 shares open for the special. 

It is not the shares themselves that 
are in danger, but the absurd premiums 
that have heen piled up on them.

Mr. Lawson asks how the collapse is 
most likely to come. The rubber boom- 
ers flatter themselves that they are 
quite safe as lone as rubber commands 
its present abnormal price, but that is 
only one of the risks they have to con- 
sider. From a purely financial point 
of view such wild speculation as this 
must be suicidal, no matter how profit- 
able the subject may be on which it is 
based. 

Even if 12-shilling rubber were guar- 
anteed for five vears ahead, the boom 
could not be carried on for half or a 
quarter of that time, simply because it 
could not be financed. There are too 
many wild men in it, too many small 
gamblers, and, worst of all, too many 
West End plungers. 

It is said that smart clubs in Picca- 
dilly and Pall Mall have underwritten 
new issues so eagerly that they took 
everything offered to them. They will 
tnevitably be landed with thousands of 
shares when Capel Court and Mincing 
Lane have no further use for them. 

A seeond specific danger is the risk 
of a money squeeze in the Autumn. 
“Tf Mr. Lloyd-George remains till then 
at the head of our unfortunate Ex- 
chequer,’’ concludes Mr. Lawson, ‘ and 
if Mr. Pierpont Morgan gets tired of 
shouldering Wall Street, there may be 
an Autumn crisis quite beyond any re- 
cent experience. A bad break in Wall 
Street would, as usual, be immediately 
followed by a slump in American motor 
cars, and probably also in diamonds.

to-day. George W. Aldridge, distater of 
iis government for twenty years, Whe 
dared to put his personality before: tke 
voters in a race for Congress, was 
crushed under a plurality of 5,881 despite 
open and shameless purchase of votes. 
James S. Havens, Democrat and anti-beas 
candidate, will occupy the seat in the 
House made vacant by the death of James 
Breck Perkins. 

The political overturn-accemplished by 
Havens was almost as great as that in 
which Eugene N. Foss was eleetad as 8 
Democrat in the Fourteenth Massacha- 
setts District. The district—the Thirty- 
second—was carried by Perkins in 1903 
by 10,167 plurality, and so a total change 
of almost 16,000 votes is shown. 

How the Majority was Made. 

In the City of Rochester, which gave 
Perkins 6,385 plurality last time, Havens 
got 8,746 plurality. Aldridge carried only 
five of the twenty-two wards. In the 
county outside, which gave Perkins 3,v72, 
Havens got a plurality of 2,085. Out or

WASHINGTON, April 19.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan arrived in Washington this 
morning and appeared before the House 
Committee on Insular Affairs to urge 
the appropriation of $375,000 for the erad- 
ication of the hookworm disease from 
Porto Rico, and a further appropriation 
for the establishment of a Pan-American 
college {in the island. Mr. Bryan strongly 
indorsed the Taft Administration of the 


island’s affairs. He spoke warmly of what 
— been atcomplished under American 
rule. 

“The present Administration,” said Mr, 
Bryan, ‘‘ has my entire confidence, so far 
as its good intentions are concerned.” 

In his talk before the committee Mr. 
Bryan confined nimself to the subject of 
Porto Rico, using information he had ob- 
tained during his recent ten days’ visit 
there, but in the corridors of the Capitol. 
where he held an impromptu reception of 
members of both parties, the Democratic 
candidate was induced to discuss events 
as recent as the announced retirement of 
Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Hale, and the change 
of rules in the House.

LONDON, April 19.—The passengers of 
'the wrecked steamship Minnehaha ar- 
irived at Paddington by special train at 
9:30 this evening. They were met by a 
| large party of relatives and friends, and 
| the greetings were most affectionate. 

All the passengers spoke in the highest 
terms of the efforts of the company to 
look after their safety and comfort. 


PENZANCE, April 19.—The passengers 
from the Minnehaha arrived here on the 
mail boat from St. Mary’s Island at 1:40 
this afternoon. They had quite recovered 
from their experiences on the rocky coast 
of the Scilly Islands. Their coming made 
a stir in the little fishing village, and @ 
big crowd had gathered at the dock. 
About the same time several trawlers ar- 
rived from the scene of the wreck, loaded 
with salvage. One fisherman, more fort- 
unate than the others, had a big motor 
'car on the deck of his craft and several 

cases of sewing machines. 

The passengers had plenty of time to 
dress. When they arrived here the women 
'were in fashionabie seagoing costumes. 
| Particular mention was made of Kenneth 
> | Grant of Harrisburg, Penn., one of the 
'passengers, who visited the other cabins, 
| reassuring the startled ones. 

Another passenger, J. Kramer of New 
York, speaking of the splendid behavior 
of the women aboard the vessel, said 
that many of them went over the side 
into the boats joking and laughing. 

With the exception of a few who were on 
deck at the time when the Minnehaha 
ran on the rocks, the passengers had very 
little idea as to how the accident oc- 
curred. Most of them were asleep, and 
knew nothing of the danger until aroused 
by the stewards or their fellow-passen- 
gers. Fortunately, the sea was calm, oth- 
erwise the ship would have been torn to 
pieces. Even when the sea is quiet there 
is a heavy ground swell off the islands, 
and seldom is a ship saved after once 
striking.

DUVEEN FAMILY QUARREL. | 


Farthing Damages Obtained in Court 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, April 729.—One farthing 
damages was awarded ‘to-day by the 
jury in a slander action brought by 
Jacques Henri Duveen against his 
cousin, Joseph Duveen, of the famous 
firm of Duveen Brothers. 

Jacques Duveen, whose real name is 
Handjas, complained that Joseph wong 
veen had described him as “an unscru- | 
pulous scoundrel, not to be trusted. ” | 
Joseph on the stand to-day denied us- 
ing this language, but admitted de- 
scribing the plaintif as ungrateful, and 
explained how his firm had rendered 
assistance to that of his cousin. 

The witness described how, going to 
luncheon one day, he had been annoyed 
to see the name J. M. Duveen up over a 
shop in Dover Street. Till then he had 
not known that his cousin was coming 
to London, his business previously be- 
ing in Liverpool. 

Counsel for the plaintiff, in the first 
day’s proceedings, stated that Joseph 
Duveen was greatly annoyed when his 
cousin moved his business to London, 
ang threatened to get his father, the 
late Sir Joseph Duveen, to cut~ his 
cousin out of his will unless he changed 
the name of his firm, which was then 
called J. M. Duveen & Son. Originally 
the business was begun in Holland by 
the plaintiff's father, Mr. Handjas, who 
married Miss Duveen. On Handjas’s 
death the widow carried on the busi- 
ness, taking the name of the widow, 
Handjas-Duveen, it being the custom 
in Holland for the widow in business to 
resume her maiden name. Later she 
married her cousin, and their business 
then became “ J. M. Duveen,” until the 
plaintiff was admitfed into partner- 
ship, when it was called J. M. Duveen 
& Son. Some years afterward the 
plaintiff became the sole owner of the 
business. 

Under examination the plaintiff stat- 
ed that he always went by the name of 
Duveen except when he signed legal 
documents, and then he signed “ Hand- 
jas.”’ 

Evidence was given to show that the 
late Sir Joseph Duveen had been very 
kind to his nephew in business dealings 
and had protested against his nephew 
opening a shop in London within a few 
yarés of the quarters occupied by the 
firm of Duveen Brothers.

'WILLBE IN PARIS TO-MORROW 





Visits Hungarian Government Stock 
Farm—Count Szechenyi Has a 
Narrow Escape. 


BUDAPEST, April 19.—Col. Roosevelt 
and Kermit Roosevelt left here to-night 
by the Orient express for Paris, where 
they will arrive on Thursday morning. 
Instead of crossing Switzerland, the 
route runs through the Austrian Alps 
and Southern Germany. 

Col. Roosevelt’s last day in Hungary 
furnished additional proof of the deep 
impression his personality has made upon 
the hearts of the people, high and low. 
The enthusiasm increased up to the mo- 
ment of his departure 

Hundreds cheered in front of the hotel 
when he started this morning for a visit 
to the Government stock farm at Bab- 
olna, where the breeding of Arab horses 
is carried on, and thousands were massed 
about the station when he returned at 7 
o’clock to-night. The people greeted him 
with Hungarian cries equivalent to the 
American ‘Hurrah for Roosevelt! ”’ 
which the ex-President, with his abillty 
to grasp the meaning of things, seemed 
to und¢rstand and thoroughly appreciate. 

The packed streets echoed the cries as 
he passed, and this demonstration was 
thrice repeated later during the evening— 
in front of the hotel as he departed for 
the ‘Premier’s dinner and on his return, 
and when he left the hotel finally for 
the station, where another frantic mu!Iti- 
tude had waited until midnight to see 
him off. 

The same popular enthusiasm was dis- 
played seventy miles from Budapest, on 
the drive from the railroad to Kabolna. 
Carriages drawn by six horses. with driy- 
ers in picturesque Hungarian costume, 
conveyed the party through thatch-roofed 
villages, decorated with crude American 
flags, under hastily constructed triumphai 
arches, amid the shouts of the entire pop- 
ulation. In each village the schools had 
been dismissed in order that the chil- 
dren might join in the xucclamation of 
the American visitor. 

Mr. Roosevelt hugely enjoyed his visit 
to the breeding farm. After luncheon, at 
which the speeches of welcome were most 
fervid, a score of pure-blood Arab stai- 
lions was trotted out for his inspection. 
The Colonel in charge of the stud, an 
Arab bearing the euphonious name of El 
Faalallah el Hédad, who came from Syria 
as a stableboy, took the greatest pride 
in showing the fine points of the beautiful 
animals, saying to Mr. Roosevelt: ‘‘I am 
not married; my wives are in the stable.’ 

The ex-President and the ladies of the 
party, including the Countess Széchényi, 
who was Miss Gladys Vanderbilt. fed the 
horses with sugar from their hands. Later 
the party visited the brood mares, and 
Col. Roosevelt saw a tiny thoroughbred 
which was born to-day. It was a filly, 
but the Colonel named it ‘* Roosevelt.’ 

There was an inspection also of the 
blooded cattle, sheep, pigs, and domestic 
fowl. When the party left Col. El Faal- 
lallah asked the ex-President if he were 
satisfied, and by way of reply Mr. Roose- 
velt shook him warmly by the hand, say-

Nearly every big organization—patriotic, 
political, and social—in the city, and 
scores from other cities, it is un- 
derstood, have engaged or are trving 
to engage steamboats for June 18, and 
though some of the railroads using boats 
on regular runs will charter them for 
the celebration, there are far from enough 
to go around at any price.

Police Commissioner Baker called his 
Inspectors from the five boroughs yester- 
day morning and gave them a heart to 
heart excise talk: The Commissioner ex-! 
plained in detail just what Mayor Gay-!

ule and just what he expects them to do: 
under his new interpretation of the law. 
The Commissioner read the pantereee 4 
order which Fourth Deputy Commissioner 
Reynolds issued to the Brooklyn and 
Queens Inspectors last Saturday and 
which he, the Commissioner, counter- 
manded the same night when he heard 
about it on the ground that it was un- 
necessary and that his previous orders on 
the subject were elear and explicit 
enough. Deputy Reynolds appealed to 
the Mayor in person regarding the Com- 
missioner’s action and got a rebuke from 
his Honor for his pains. That the Mayor 
at the same time, however, advised Com- 
missioner Baker to repeat the order to 
all the Inspectors was evident by yester- 
day’s developments. 
In his talk yesterday Commissioner Ba- 
ker said that there were some points 
which he wished to impress upon the 
minds of the Inspectors, and which he 
wanted them to grasp, as the law was 
not being enforced just as he wanted it. 
The Commissioner then went on to tell 
his audience how the bars and barrooms 
should be exposed, and how the windows 
and doors should be cleared from ob- 
structions so that a full view of the in- 
terlor of the room could be had from 
the outside. He said that there should be 
no obstruction of any character, and 
that if there was it should be removed, 
even if the services of a carpenter were 
required 
The fact that the Commissioner afd not 
ask Deputy Reynolds or any of the other 
deputies to be present at the conference 
caused some comment. This was un- 
usual, The oldest officials about the 
buiiding couldn’t recall an instance when 
the Inspectors were consulted or lectured 
without s¢me of the Deputy Commission- 
ers being on hand.

Oo£fy was due him, and that the Mayor and 
the Police Commissioner, on behalf of the 
city, did apologize. 

“TI do not know how high or low you 
speak in your court,” said the Mayor to 
the Coroner, ‘‘ but I should think that 
every one on the police force would know 
that no policeman has a right to go into 
your court to regulate your manners or 
the way of conducting your business. It 
would be no more or less surprising if 
this officer had come in here yesterday 
and put mé out of this room, nor would 
the offense have been any graver.’’ 

McAuliffe has already been suspended. 
He will be brought up on charges. 


WAGE ARBITRATION ENDS. 


Settlement of the New York~-Central 
Dispute in Sight. 


The hearings in the arbitratfon-of the 
demands of the New York Central train- 
men and conductors in the office of As- 
sistant General Superintendent Crowley 
in the New York Central Building, Forty- 
fifth Street and Lexington Avenue, ended 
yesterday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock E. 
E. Clark and P. H. Morrissey, represent- 
ing the men, said that they hoped to an- 
hounce the award on Saturday. 

At the hearing yesterday A. B. Garret- 
son of the Order of Railroad Conductors 
gave figures to show that there were 


roads paying as high wages as the men 
of the New York Central wanted, in spite 
of the fact that they are not as favorably 
situated as to running facilities as the 
New York Central. 

General Manager Smith and President 
Brown replied on behalf of the New York 
Central, Mr. Brown reading @ long state- 
ment. He contended that the New York 
Central had to contend with competition 
by water on the Hudson from_New York 
to Albany and on the Erie Canal from 
Albany to Buffalo, while other roads in 
the East had no such competition. If the 
increases offered by the raiiroad to the 
company were paid it would mean 4&n in- 
crease of about $500,000 annually, while 
if the increases demanded by the men 
were allowed it would mean that the 
company would have to pay about $1,500,- 
000 annually in addition to the present 
wages. 

On the part of the trainmen and con- 
ductors it was stated that the water com- 
petition of the New York Central would 
not figure much in comparison with the 
competition by water of a number of the 
Western roads which rpaid the samé 
wages as the Eastern men were asking. 

Mr. Clark and Mr. Morrissey will have 
another dispute to arbitrate while they 
are here. Grand Master Lee of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen an- 
nounced yesterday that an agreement 
had been reached by the trainmen and 
conductors with the Pittsburg & Lake 
Erie Railroad, which fs in the New York 
Central system, except in the_ case of 
the vardmen. It was agreed to leave the 
demands of the vardmen to arbitration, 
the arbitrators to be Mr. Clark and Mr. 
Morrissey. They will hear both sides in 
tins city to-morrow. 

Grand Master Lee said last eventing that 
he and Grand Master Garretson of the 
conductors had notified Vice Grand Mas- 
ter Sines of the trainmen and Vice Grand 
Master Shepard of the conductors, who 
were in Albany, that they had sanctioned 
the strike vote of the a and con- 
ductors of the Delaware & Hudson Com- 
pany, so that it could go into effect at 
any time. 

“In this case,” he said, “the members 
of the Order of Railroad Telegraphers 
have voted to strike, and the firemen and 
engineers have done the same.”’ 

The other roads on which the trainmen 
and conductors have made demands, and 
which have had no conferences with the 
Grievance Committees of the men, include 
the Erie, the Pennsylvania, whose 6 per 
cent. advance is to be accepted as an in- 
stallment: the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, and the Philadelphia & Reading.

The Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany annouficéd yesterday that it had ac- 
quired 225 acres of land at Somers Cen- 
tre, Westchester County, for its proposed 
tubereulosis sanitarium. The property 
consists of the Teed and Allan farms, and 
is on the Lake Mahopac Branch of the 
Harlem Division of the New York Central 
Railroad, 

Application will be made at once to thé 
local Health Officer of Westchester Coun- 
ty and the President of the State Board 
of Health for permission to establish the 
sanitarium. A public hearing will be held 
May 6 at White Plains, and it is expected 
that the decision will be favorable to the 
proposition. Supt. Hotchkiss approved the 
plan on Jan, 14. His original disapproval 
had been carried to the courts, and was 
reversed by the Appellate Division, First 
Department, In a decision handed down 
on the last day of 1909. 

If the permission of the health authori- 
ties is forthcoming, officials of the com- 





| HEWITT’S PATENT GRANTED. 


After Six Years’ Contest He is De- 
clared Inventor of an Electric Device. 


Peter Cooper Hewitt, invertor of the w@ll- 
known mercury vapor électric lamp which 
bears his name, grandson of Peter Cooper, 
and son of the late Mayor Hewitt, has at 
last won ae hard-fought legal battle 
which has been waged in the Patent Of- 
fice and the United States courts for six 
years over the question of priority of in< 
vention of another electrical dévice, per- 
haps even more important than the lamp. 

All the tribunals of the Patent Office 
and the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia having devided in 
his favor, the patents for which he ap- 
plied in 1901 were issued yesterday, de- 
claring him to be the discoverer of a 
fundamental principle in electriéal sciénces, 
the original inventor of a femarkable 
static device for transforming alternating 
currents into direct currents, 

The importance of the invention has 
been generally recognized. The device is 
an exhausted glass or met&l chamber, hav- 
ing at one ehd a set of simple electrodes 
for receiving the alternating current, and 
at the other end a small quantity of mer- 
cury, constituting another electrode. 

The alternating current passing to the 
mercury is prevented from going back in 
the opposite direction by the operation of 
a natural law, which Mr. Hewitt was the 
first to utilize. He has designed an ap- 
paratus best suited to favor and develop 
the action of this law so that the ap- 
paratus permits the passage of the cur- 
rent only in one direction, and by its 
action changes the alternating current 
into a continuous or direct current. Thero 
are no moving parts in this invention, 
which, though extremely simple, is the 


result of years of study and laboratory 
experiment. 

It acts upon the electrical current as a 
check valve acts upon a Volume of water 
flowing through a pipe, permitting a 
flow in one direction only. Popularly it

The Metropolitan's Vice President, Haley 
Fiske, speaking at a meeting of the As- 
sociation of Life Insurance Presidents re- 
cently, said that his companyv was ready 
to expend $100,000 annually for the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis. The company dis- 
tributed last year 3,400,000 copies of a voi- 
ume entitled ‘‘A War Upon Consump- 
tion’ through its 11,500 agents to every 
policy holder in the United States and 
Canada. 

The project of erecting a sanitarium 
by a life inSufance company for its em- 
ployes was first mooted when an anony- 
mous benefactor gave the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company ninety acres of

More- 
over, the invention will be of great servy- 
ice on electric railroads which derive their 
current from alternating distributing sys- 
tems, and many of which require the cur- 
rent to be transformed into direct cur- 
rent for us¢# on the motors of the cars or 
locomotives. The saving to a railroad 
like the New York Central, for instance, 
would amount to a large sum.

Counsel Denounce the Windsor 
as a Conspirator. 








DEFENDANT’S WIFE IN TEARS 





Merely a Dupe in $50,000 Heinze Securl- 
ties Deal, Declares Mcintyre—Plain 
Steal, Says. District Attorney. 





Counsel for the people and for the de- 
fense in the trial of Donald Persch, as 
it drew to its close yesterday in the Crim- 
inal Branch of the Supreme Court, were 
of one accord in one thing—the scoring cf 
the Windsor Trust Company for the part 
it played in the transaction which led to 
the indictment of Persch, Clark, and 
Sherwood for grand larceny. 

It was at that institution that Matthew 
M. Joyce on Aug. 2 last pledged $100,000 
worth of Heinze copper stock on a fifty- 
thousand-dollar loan. The securities were 
immediately sold on the Street, the trust 
company disclaéiming all responsibility, on 
the ground that it had merely acted as a 
clearing house for certain lenders who 
wished to remain unknown to the bor- 
rower. 

“The most reprehensible part in this 
transaction was played by the Windsor 
Trust Company,” said John F. McIntyre, 
in his closing argument for Persch, ‘‘a 
great moheyed institution which aided 
and abetted the schemes of a crook like 
Clark. I think the testimony in this trial 
would justify the Superintendent of Bank- 
ing in asking the Attorney General to 
consider the revocation of the charter ot 
an institution that entered into such finan- 
cial jugglery. 

‘Mr. Nott has spoken of this deal ag a 
conspiracy. It was such, and the arch- 
conspirators were the Windsor Trust Com- 
pany, Walter L. Clark, and L. J. Field.”’ 

“I am not at all second to Mr. .McIn- 
tyre in scoring the conduct of the Wind- 
sor Trust Company and its cheap busi- 
ness in taking the $1,500 for the transac- 
tion,”” said Assistant District Attorncy 
Nott. “I do not for a moment believe 
that its officers knew that Sherwood had 
no right to the stock which they were 
leaving in his hands, but. take it at its 
best, thelrs was a pretty slipshod per- 
formance,”’ 

Mr. McIntyre talked for more than two 
hours. He derided the District Attorney 
for catching the small fish and_ letting 
the big ones go, and vowed that his own 
client was but a dupe in the hands of 
others. To emphasize the unimportance 
of Persch’s role, he described him va- 
riously as “this pigmy, this boy, this 
youngster, this picayune creature with- 
out a dollar to his name, this consummate 
ass whom I am defending.’’ Persen is 
over 380, and it is the contention of the 
prosecution that he had at least $10,MWw 
to his name after the deal went through. 
Mrs. Persch was in tears before Mr. Me- 
Intyre finally took his seat. 

: “‘“ Nott, for the people, was very force- 
ul. 

‘We have considered one of the most 
audacious steals ever perpetrated in New 
York County,” he said, *‘ and one which, 
if it goes unpunished, will absolutely un- 
dermine all chances of honest business 
here. Here we have some men making 
$44,000 in two days without advancing a 
Single penny. If Persch was a dupe, it 
he was ‘ used,’ jt strikes me he was pretty 
well used. It was a gang, gentlemen, a 
gang that divided the swag.”’ 

He pointed out to the jufy that it was 
not until Sherwood went upon the stand 
that the District Attorney’s office could 
do more than suspect the part played by 
Leonard J. Field. Last Summer Sher- 
wood shielded Field, who was his etn- 
ployer, in all his statements, but on the 
stand in the Persch trial he said that all 


that he had done was done with Field’s’ 


advice and that Field drew $10,000 from 
the proceeds—his commission for lending 
$50,000 for two days. 

“The District Attorney hopes to land 
every man in this transaction.” said Mr 
Nott; ‘‘to land the backer, to land the 
man higher up. You need not worrv 
about that, and if you feel that the way 
to aid him ig to turn this defendant free, 
you are very much mistaken.”’

The Hebrew Infant Asylum of the City 
of New York obtained pérmission yes- 
terday from Supreme Court Justice Blan-~ 
chard to séll its property at Dagle Avenus 
and 161st Street, the Bronx, to Henry 
Fischel for $35,000. The sale will not in- 
clude the office furniture, nor the milk 
sterilizing apparatus of the institution. 

Benno Neuberger, President of the asy- 
lum, recited in his application for ju- 
dicial approval of the sale that the asy- 
lum is building a new institution on its 
property on the Kingsbridge Road, the 
Bronx. The new structure will cost $310,- 
000. The asylum now accommodates 153 
children. There have been opportunities 
to care for 300 deserving cases, for which 
the asylum had no room. 

There is a mortgage for $125,000 on the 
property, $66,000 has already been sub- 
scribed to the building fund, and there are

by subscription, sald President Neuberger.

‘Ready to Compromise with the 
City, but Interborough Di- 
rectors Seem Unwilling. 





SEES MAYOR GAYNOR AGAIN 
Chairman Willcox of the Public Service 
Board Also There—Work Going 
Ahead on Rival Lines. 








Further effort was made yesterday for 
the establishment of some understanding 
between the city and the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company in the subway 
Situation, but as far as could be learned 
iast night no definite basis of agreement 
Was reached. The Mayor, Chairman 
Whilleox of the Public Service Commis- 
Sion, amd President Shonts of the Inter- 
borough held a long conference, but from 
indications it was as fruitless in def- 
inite results as all their previous meet-. 
ings. 

The Mayer, representing the adminis- 
tration, and the commission, through Mr. 
Willcox, are known to be in perfect ac- 
cord, and they are striving with all their 
power to get from the _ Interborough, 
through Mr. Shonts, an exact statement 
of the improvements which the company 
is willing to make, with the correspond- 
ing concessions to be required of the city. 

The presentation of a definite new sub- 
way plan has been expected from the In- 
terborough for a long time, and for a 
while there was indication that 1t’ would 
come at an early date. Nothing has hap- 
rened, however, and in the meantime 
preparations for beginning work on the 
Tri-Borough Subway from the Bronx to 
Coney Island, on which the Bradley-Gaff- 
ney-Steers syndicate a long time ago sig- 
nified its willingness to bid, have been go-

FORT’S SON PAYS AUTO FINES. 


Sends a Check for $445 to Cover. Col- 
lections Made When Register in 1908. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 19.—Gov. Fort 
to-day transmitted to Secretary of State 
Dickinson the report of State Auditor 
William E. Drake on the Department of 
Motor Vehicle Registration, of which J. 
Bb. R, Smith, Assistant Secretary of State, 
is in direct charge. The State Auditor 
Says that so far as the records show the 
work has been honestly. conducted, but 
thet it has not been done in an effi- 
cient and businesslike manner. 

Coincident with this request Assistant 
Secretary of State Smith announced that 


only last Saturday Franklin W. Fort, a son 
of the Governor, sent to his depar tment 
a check for $445 for fines for auto viola- 
tions collected while Mr. Fort was Re- 
corder of East Orange, from which of- 
fice he resigned in September, 1908. Young 
Fort says in his letter of transmittal of 
the funds that he paid them under pro- 
test, as the amount exceeded by $45.50 
his ‘records. Mr. Fort says that he sent 
a check a long time ago, that it did not 
turn up in his bank, and that inquiry of 
the department elicited the statement 
that it had never been received. 

In his report to the Governor the State 
Auditor asserts that three keys to the 
safe are in the hands of different men, 
and that there has remained in the hands 
of thirty-five agents of the department 
from 4 to 6 per cent. on some $245,000 col- 
lected last year. The Auditor thinks that 
such moneys have been used for personal] 
necessities, as the agents deposit the fees 
to their own bank accounts until their 
reports are made at Trenton. 

tate Auditor Drake says: 

“ The necessity for a complete reorgani- 
zation of the department and the placing 
of it under the charge and direction of 
an officer who would give it personal and 
undivided attention ts manifested clearly.’’

That there is some significance in the 
delay none of the parties concerned deny, 
but just what it is they all refuse to talk 
about. Mr. Shonts has lately shown a 
disposition to meet the city authorities and 
the commission on a common ground oft 
negotiation, and the attitude which he 
adopted a year ago in fighting the grant- 
ing of the request of the McAdoo tunnel 
people to extend their line to the Grand 
Central Station has disappeared.

Whether or not the money interests 
of the Interborough, represented by the 
Board of Directors, is holding such a curb 
over Mr. Shonts that he is unable now to 
come to an understanding with the city, 
cannot be learned. The feeling between | 
the Interborough Directors and those in 
control of the MeAdoo lines was very | 
strong, it is known, and it is surmised 
that some powerful influence must be at 
work now in view of the failure to obtain 
Gefinite action in face of a change in 
Mr. Shonts’s personal attitude. 

It will be remembered that during the 
squabble over the extension of the Mc- 
Adoo lines, Waiter G. Oakman, the Presi- 
dent of the Hudson Companies, the hgid- 
ine company of the system, resigned from 
the Directorate of the Interborough, and 
zardiner M. Lane. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
and Andrew Freedman, who were Di- 
rectors in both companies, gave up their 
seats on the board of the Hudson Com- 
panies. This showed the tension of the 
feeling, and from every indication it has 
mot grown less. 





Blocked by Tunnel Dispute. 


It would seem that the terms on which 
the so-called Belmont tunnel under the 
East River from Forty-second Street to 
Steinway vill be placed in operation is} 
the chief point of contention in the nego- | 
tiations between the Interborough and the | 
city.

Mayor Gaynor declared on the stump 
during the campaign last Fall that the 
itv was not right in its contention, and 

ssemblyran Parker tntroduced a bill be- 
fore the Legislature on Monday practically 
gBiving the Interborough title to the tun- 
nel in perpetuity. It provides that “if a 
railroad company has constructed a tun- 
nel and a portion of its railway the fran- 
chises nre to be vested in the Directors of 
the corporation or their successors.”’ 

The Mayor was asked about this bill 
yesterday. and he explained that it is 
merely the enabling act under the de- 
eision of the courts. Assembiyman Parker 
at the same time introduced a Dill per- 
mitting the adding of an additional track 
or tracks to existing elevated lines. The 
Mayor also explained that this is an e6n- 
abling act to permit such changes in the 
elevated service as the city may decide to 
make. 





The Interborough's Terms. 

The third-tracking of the Second and 
Third Avenue Elevated lines was one of 
the proposals of the two transit plans 
submitted by the Interborough which 
were rejected by the commission. The 
first of these provided also for the opera- 
tion of the Belmont tunnel under a di- 
vision of the income by which the local 
five-cent fares alone would go to the city 
and the through eight-cent fares to the 
road. This was adjudged unfair and likely 
to bring about a loss of some $400,000 
vear io the city. 

The second plan provided also for the 
purchase of the tunnel, but its operation 
under a single fare transfer basis. Both 
plans inc!uded the extension of the pres- 
ent Subway south from Times Square un- 
Ger Seventh Avenue and north from For- 
tyv-second Street, under Madison Avenue. 
The last plan was submitted and rejected 
by the commission last Spring. 

The Mayor indicated at a hearing before 
the Transit Committee of the Board of 
Estimate two weeks ago that he was in 
favor of the operation of the tunnel with 
an extension to Times Square on a single 
fare transfer basis. He declared that it 
seemed to him that the Interborough 
ought to be willing to agree to this, as 

the transfer feature would bring all the 
Long Island traffic to it, even if the 
Broadway-Lexington Avenue subway was 
operated by a rival company. 

But the Interborough wants the city to 
buy the tunnel, and until some definite 
settlement of this can be obtained the 
question of further subway offers from 
the company will remain in abevance.

CONVICTS’ ATTACKS 
TERRIFY KLEIN 





Pittsburg Graft Informer Pleads 
to be Removed to An- 


other Prison. 





FEARS FOR HIS LIFE 





Fellow-Convicts Already Have Beaten 
Him Badly—Swift, First Council- 


man Tried, Is Convicted. 





Special to The New York Times, 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 19.—‘‘ Capt. 
Johnny ’’ Klein, a ringleader of the Pitts- 
burg grafting Councilmen, has begged his 
attorneys to apply for his removal to 
s0me prison other than the Riverside 
Penitentiary. 
of his 1,300 fellow-convicts have pledged 
themseives to kil] him because he is a 
“ squealer,”’ and that they beat him when- 
ever they get an opportunity. 

It developed to-day that there already 
are a dozen convicts in the dungeons at 
Riverside for attacks on Klein in the few 
weeks he has been In the prison. That he 
has escaped with his life, he says, has 
been due only to his agility, and the fact 
that he had been warned that he would 
be killed by any one of 500 convicts if 
they got a chance at him. He has been 
battered badly by the convicts ‘on two oc- 
casions, and was in the hospital for days 
from his wounds. At last the authorities 
had to lock him in his cell to keep him 
out of range of fellow-convicts. 

Recently Klein has been put to work in 
the e€ngineer’s room of the penitentiary, 
where only old and trusted convicts are, 
and where other convicts cannot reach 
him. It has not been considered safe for 
Klein to be taken into the big dining 
room where the convicts eat daily. —

CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 

It fs a rare stroke of good fortune 
which puts Canada instead of the 
United States on the defensive regard- 
ing the betterment of the trade rela- 
tions between the Dominion and our- 
When the subject was first 
raised Canada had a grievance regard- 
ing the coolness we had shown toward | 
her trade advances. ‘ Never again’”’ 
was the vow Canadian statesmen had 
taken regarding approaching the Unit- 
ed States and risking another humili- 
ating repulse. Nevertheless President 
Tart did induce Canadian spokesmen 
to exchange hopes for successful nego- 
tiations, and the words were hardly 
spoken before one of the 
provinces kicks over the traces and 
gives the Dominion some explaining 
and disciplining to do. 

Quebec’s pulp wood is her own, to do 
with as she will, no doubt. If Quebec 
elects to prohibit its exportation it 
only remains to accommodate ourselves 
to the situation with what grace we 
may. It is rather the Dominion than 
ourselves that is offended by action so 
contrary to the spirit of friendly com- 
mercial professions, so soon discredited 
on her own side. The Dominfon is in 
position toward us similar to that 
which we occupied toward Japan when 
Japan objected to California's treat- 
ment of Japanese immigrants. The 
United States could not control Cali- 
fornia, and an awkward situation was 
created to be smoothed over. 

It is now Canada’s turn to do the ex- 
plaining which it had been thought it 
would fall to the United States to do. 
We are in a position to know how it is 
ourselves, and to accept the explana- 
tions which Canada will proffer at the 
proper time. The national sentiment 
in favor of closer commercial relations 
is national in scope on both sides. No 
local dissent can block the way on 
either side.

MR. TAFT AND THE LEADERS. 

If the President is in danger of em<« 
barrassment from the retirement of 
Messrs. ALDRICH and. HALE, the leader 
and Heutenant leader of the majority 
party in the Senate, we venture to say, 
with all due respett, that he has no one 
to blame but himself. And he has him- 
self to blame, not for trying to work 
through the leaders he found in pos- 
session of power, but for his surrender 
to them, for his co-operation in ways 
of theirs which were far from credit- 
able, and, above all, for his gratuitous, 
unqualified, and unjustifiable defense 
of them against the well-founded con- 
demnation of the men of their own 
party who had remained faithful to 
the party’s pledges while the leaders 
and the President were disregarding 
them. } 

Mr. Tart started out well. He ac- 
cepted the obligations of the party to 
revise the tariff downward. He pre- 
sented the matter to the extraordinary 
session of Congress, and gave the coun- 
try to understand in the first weeks of 
the long discussion that he would not 
meddle with the work of Congress, but 
would leave that branch of the Govern- 
ment to frame its own measure, re- 
serving his constitutional right to veto 
it if it did not meet his idea of duty to 
the country. Had he lived up to this 
understanding, and then vetoed any bill 
that violated his own clearly stated 
conception of honorable obligation, 
there is littl doubt that Congress 
would have complied with his require- 
ments. | And the country would have 
awarded to him the utmost admiration 
for his courage and fidelity. His course 
was quite different. 

Not only did the President allow him- 
self to be dragged into the schemes of 
the managers as to this or that provis- 
fon of the bill, voluntarily taking a 
responsibility which they were glad to 
shift to his shoulders, but at the critical 
moment, when the sway of ALDRICH and 
HAL® was in sore peril on the ques- 
tion of an income tax amendment to 
the Tariff bill, he became a party to 





the device of introducing the corpora- 
jjon tax and the proposition “for an 


amendment to the Constitution, and 
saved the machine. For this device as 
to corporation taxation there was not 
the slightest demand in the platform of 
the Republican Party. It was not so 
much a revenue provision as @ provis- 
ion for the promotion of inquisition ag 
to corporate affairs, and as such was 
not pertinent to the matter before the 
Senate. It was in effect, and, so far 
as can be judged from the outside, in 
intent, simply a _ trick for the advan- 
tage of the managers. It welded the 
fetters in which the managers had suc- 
ceeded in binding Mr. Tarr. 

He was not content with even this 
uncalled-for committal to the machine. 
After the bill had been passed and he 
had, with some show of reluctance, 
signed it, knowing how far it was from 
meeting the obligations of his party and 
his own, he set out on a journey of thou- 
sands of miles through the land, pro- 
claiming from Boston to Winona his 
admiration for the leaders and their 
wretched work, and denouncing the 
good men and true who had stood by 
their pledges. And now the leaders fall 
him. It is not the retirement of two of 
them for reasons \of health that he 
really dreads. It is the completion of 
the revolt against them that has al- 
ready eliminated their partner in the 
House and weakened their hold on the 
Senate. It is thé consciousness that he 
has foolishly and needlessly linked his 
fortunes with a band of men who are 
losing and ought to lose the power they 
have so long and so ruthlessly abused. 

But though Mr. Tart cannot hope to 
regain completely the strong position 
he held at the outset, it is not too late 
for him to take a position much strong- 
er than at present and to begin at 
least the undoing of the mischief he 
has done. This he has shown some 
signs of undertaking. He has asked 
for money for a tariff commission equal 
to the task of demonstrating the degree 
in which the Aldrich tariff departs from 
the principle of duties equivalent only 
to the difference in foreign and domes- 
tic cost, with reasonable profit. It is 
a request which Mr. HALE treated last 
Summer with open’ contempt and de- 
rision. If now the President insists 
upon it, if he uses the powers he asks 


for with energy and firmness, if, In a 


word, he makes himself the faithful 
champion of true tariff reform and in- 
dustrial emancipation, he may achieve 
an honorable reputatiort and perform a 
great public service. For this task he 
need not worry as to leadership of 
House or Senate. He has only to follow 
the dictates of plain duty and the 
American people will take care of lead- 
ers and followers in Congress. 
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COMPARATIVE ART VALUES. 

It would seem, indeed, a bad outlook 
for contemporary American art if the 
$50,000 received for pictures exhibited 
at the two latest exhibitions of the 
National Academy of Design were to 
be compared with the $1,700,000 paid 
for the Yerkes pictures week before 
last. But the comparison would “se un- 
fair alike to the painters and the « '!- 
lectors. The works of American paint- 
ers frequently grow greatly in value 
after they have ceased to paint. Among 
the ving artists whose twenty-eight 
pictures in the Spring exhibition 
brought what seems, by comparison, 
the beggarly sum of $24,000, there may 
be more than one whom seven or seven 
times seven cities will clatm when dead. 
Posthumous fame is desirable and can 
be made very comforting to one’s 
“heirs and assigns forever.’”” Nobody 
supposes the enormous prices of “ old 
masters” represent intrinsic values. 
On the other hand the intrinsic value of 
a contemporary American picture is 
often much greater than the price paid 
for it. 

INNESS, MARTIN, Wrant, and Mc- 
ILHENY are painters whose pictures are 
now eagerly sought and highly prized, 
and will likely bring higher prices for 
many years every time they get into 
the auction room. As for the $24,000, 
it is a useful sum of money, after all, 
and our most successful painters do not 
derive their fortunes largely from the 
sales of their exhibition pictures. That 
twenty-eight of the pictures exhibited 
in the Spring Academy were quickly 
sold is an encouraging fact. The sales 
would be better, the encouragement of 
competent artists stronger, if the 
Academy could have a& permanent 
Home with galleries open the year 
round. American art is not declining, 
but the artists are handicapped by bad 
existing conditions in this neighbor- 
hood. All citizens who are interested in 
the development of national culture 
should exert what influence they pos- 
sess to help the Academy of Design to 
get a well-situated, well-designed, and 


commodious building.

TEN YEARS OF SOUTHERN SCHOOLS, 

At the meeting of the Conference 
for Education in the South, held in 
Little Rock, Ark., the veteran Presi- 
dent, Mr. Rosert C. OaGpsn, in the 
course of an address as noble in spirit 
as it was informing, gave some most 
interesting facts as to the progress 
of education in the Southern States 
for the past decade. This progress has 
to a considerable degree been stimulat- 
ed and aided by the work of the organ- 
izations with which Mr. OGpEN is con- 
nected, but it Is to be noted that the 
larger number of those engaged in 
these organizations are Southern men, 
and that the remarkable advance that 
has taken place has been in the main 
due to the zealous and effective co- 
operation. of the Southern men offi- 
cially or otherwise interested in the 
schools. 

The current expenditure for public 
education in the South has Increased 
two and ong-haif times in ten years; 

















the value of school property is three 
times greater; the. money spent for 
teaching teachers is three times great- 
er; High School facilities have been 
doubled in’ the cities and multiplied 
fivefold in the villages and rural dis- 
tricts, and the term of schooling in the 
rural districts has been advanced by 
25 per cent. to 30 per cent. This prog- 
ress is, of course, continuing, and™Nt is 
practically certain that its rate will be 
still greater for the next decade. A 
particularly significant and encourag- 
ing fact is that the increased money 
and energy devoted to schools are be- 
ing expended largely for the training 
in practical work and in the thorough 
attainment of the elementary branches 
of education, But the most encourag- 
ing thing in the situation is the intelll- 
gent and resolute public spirit that is 
growing up in the South with regard to 
education. It is bound to have an im- 
mense influence in the industrial and 
commercial as well as in the social 
evolution of that section.

Every once in a while 
there are references to 
Only by this or that saloon or 

Comparison. this or that saloon 

keeper as  “‘ respect- 
able,”’ but definite information as to why 
either is to be respected or by whom is 
rarely given. Twice this week, however, 
we have been told how a vendor of intox- 
icants can win—which is. not quite the 
same as earning—praise from others than 
those to whom he sells them. 

One Fox, over in Brooklyn, has done 
this by a strict observance of the excise 
law, by refusing liquor to anybody already 
intoxicated, and by making his saloon 
known as ‘ithe three-drink place.’ This 
name has been gained, it seems, because 
nobody is allowed to buy there more than 
three drinks during a single visit. How 
widely spaced the visits must be was not 
Stated. It is obvious enough that a saloon 
conducted along those lines would be bet- 
ter than, or at least not so bad as, those 
in which the law was more or less violat- 
ed, but three drinks, if of high potency 
and taken with sufficient speed, would be 
enough seriously to disturb the mental 
and physical equilibrium of not a few 
men and to start a good many others on 
an inevitably successful search for other 
saloons where none except financial lim- 
its would be placed on their indulgence. 
%n the whole, therefore, it is hard to see 
why Mr. Fox should be particularly proud 
of himself or his business. 

Down in Louisville, now, there has just 
died a saloon keeper with the incongruous 
name of LARRY GaTTo, who had what we 
consider a better claim to fame. It is not 
stated that he restricted his patrons to 
three drinks, but, besides refusing liquor 
to the intoxicated, he forbade treating fh 
his place, and would not allow anybody 
there to make the acquaintance of any- 
body else, with or without an introduction. 
These two rules were really well devised to 
prevent excessive drinking, which is rare- 
ly done except when an obligation to 
buy successive rounds of drinks {is made 
and recognized. 

The chances are that Mr. GaTTo's cus- 
tomers suffered less from the effects of 
alcohol than do those of Mr. Fox. But, 
admitting all of their—comparative—mer- 
its, it is not clear why either of these 
saloon keepers should be credited with 
more than an inclination to HMmit the ex- 
tent of their evil doing. With aspirations 
@ little higher, both of them would have 
abandoned a trade which cannot possibly 
have any except negative merits—if it can 
have even those, which is more than 
doubtful. It is a miserable business and 
everybody knows it. 


Respectable 


One of our correspond- 
ents—a man, by the way, 
Duliness whose letters have not in- 

Admirable. frequently added interest 

to this page—called atten- 
tion yesterday to the possibility that peo- 
ple should rejoice, not complain, when 
they have an opportunity to say, ‘‘ The 
papers are dull to-day.’’ We think, our- 
selves, that “ F. T."’ was wrong in his im- 
plied assumption that the papers are 
saved from duliness only by having a 
large number of regrettable things to re- 
cord—as he put it, ‘crime, fraud, folly, 
accident, or events more unfavorable to 
progress than news conducive to serene 
and satisfying contemplation.”’ 

He is, presumably, a believer in the 

theory that those nations are most happy 
which have no history, but that {fs an 
aphorism of more than dubious accuracy, 
for stagnation is not happiness for na- 
tions any more than for individuals. In 
the same way, when a newspaper is dull 
because nothing of any note happened the 
day before, the phenomenon is much 
mors likely to justify lamentation than 
rejoicing, for it shows that a lot of things 
in need of doing had been left undone. 
. Moreover, ‘“‘news conducive to serene 
and satisfying contemplation’ may be 
news of just the sort that ‘‘ F. T."" thinks 
he does not like to read. When rogues 
come to judgment or ancient abuses are 
attacked There is far better reason for 
serenity and satisfaction than when all 
is quiet and indifference and toleration 
prevail, As a matter of fact, it is when 
the papers are most interesting that af- 
fairs are apt to be going best. An appar- 
ent exception would be when the pa- 
pers had to record a great national 
disaster or humiliation, and yet even 
then it is better that the record should 
be made than that it should be concealed, 
for in knowledge, not in ignorance, lles 
hope for the future. 

As ‘“F, T.” said, there are many good 
people whose names never appear in 
print because nothing unusual has hap- 
pened to them, and they have never done 
anything out of the ordinary. From some 
points of view they are an admirable, 
even enviable, part of the community, 
but they are not the people of great ac- 
complishment nor is the world as much 
indebted to them as to those who have 
had the energy to lead and serve it. 
Moreover, our correspondent should re- 
member that the interest of a newspaper 
depends almost as much upon how the 
news of the day is presented as upon the 
nature of the news. Interest and im- 
portance are not interchangeable terms, 
and the commendable is not always the 
interesting, by any means. ,

A Teeming Population Does Not Grow 
« Enough to Eat. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With all of the discussion of the causes that 
are attributed to the present cost of living 
there is one prime cause that its the basis of 
the trouble, production not equal to the con- 
sumptive demand. While the increase of gold, 
the tariff, trusts, and combinations in restraint 
of trade are more or less contributing factors, 
inadequate production is the re@l underlying 
cause, 

New York State has but 600,000 farmers and 
8,000,000 consumers, while the producers are 
steadily growing less. The population of many 
counties is declining, while there are many 
farms that may be bought for $10 or less an 
acre. 

While New York City used to get-its butter 

mainly from Orange and Delaware Counties, 
the supplies are now coming from Texas, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, and other far distant ter- 
ritory. 
. During the past Winter eggs were imported 
from China, while New York consumers are at 
present eating cabbage shipped from Denmark. 
Fruits and vegetables are used from land 
thousands of miles away, which may be 
produced within from 50 to 100 miles from the 
city. 

While these uneconomic conditions exist a 
very grave situation is arising that threatens 
to affect most seriously all owners of land. 
The balance of trade is turning against the 
United States, and unless there is a radical 
change in farming methods we shall soon be 
an importing instead of an exporting Nation 
of wheat, and to meet the demands of a grow- 
ing population meats will have to be obtained 
from South America and from Australia, which 
are already coming to our shores, and after 
paying 2 cents a pound duty and transportation 
charges are selling from 8 to 4 cents a pound 
less than our own, and at a profit to the 
producers, 

At the present time American breeders of 
live stock are receiving heavy orders from these 
countries for breeding animals with which to 
increase and to improve their stock. There 
never was a more favorable opportunity for 
profitable farming in New York State than 
now, but a new and more progressive element 
will have to take up the business. The older 
generation of farmers is practically down and 
out. They do not adopt the methods that are 
required to meet present conditions. Their sons 
have deserted the land, and efficient labor for 
the farm is extremely difficult to obtain, with 
the result that city consumers are obliged to 
pay the higher cost for food products that are 
grown and transported over long distances. 

Liberal gifts of money are constantly being 
made to our great universities, which will con- 
tinue to turn out large numbers of young men 
whose inevitable future to many can be only 
that of street car conductors, clerks, and other 
low-salaried positions, adding to the already 
large class of dependents rather than of inde- 
pendents. There is urgent need for more agri- 
cultural educational opportunity. Large num- 
bers of intelligent young men in cities would 
go into farming if they had more favorable op- 
portunity to fit themselves properly for the 
business, . 

Jn response to a number of these Columbla 
has offered to establish on a suitable farm in 
the eastern part of New York State a branch 
or department for teaching and training in 
commercial agriculture that would have im- 
mense value. A liberal gift of money to Co- 
lumbia would enable the university to in- 
augurate a most valuable and needed work in 
this direction in the near future. 

One of the first results that would follow 
would be the taking up of the cheap land of 
the State and supplying a vast population with 
a greater abuncance and cheaper food by a 
more progressive class of young farmers, and 
from a near by and unused excellent farming 
territory.

MAYOR SEIDEL IN OFFICE. 


Tells Milwaukee Socialist Council to 
Care for the Workers. 


MILWAUKEE, April 19.—The govern- 
ment of Milwaukee, which for more than 
a decade, with the exception of two years 
under Republica: rule, has been con- 
trolled by Democrats, passed to-day into 
the hands of the Social Democrats with 
Mayor Emil Seidel as their leader. 

Mayor Seidel will have back of him in 
the Council twenty-one members of his 
party. The minority consists of ten Dem- 
ocrats and four Republicans. The Councii 
Chamber was crowded when Mayor Seidel 
delivered his inaugural address. In it 
he advised careful action to carry out the 
promises of the party. 

‘* Before all things, home rule, the right 
of self-government, should be secured for 
the City of Milwaukee,” he said. 

‘The workers of our city are its most 
valuable asset. The Administration should 
constantly watch over the conditions pre- 
vailing in factories, workshops, and places 
of employment, with regard to sanitation. 
In contracts to be let by the city the 
specifications should provide for hours of 
labor that are not exhausting, that leave 


a margin of time for rest and develop- 
ment. Such specifications should also 
provide for sufficiency of light and ven- 
tilation; they should prohibit child labor, 
properly protect woman labor, and pre- 
vent the imposition upon workers of de- 
grading conditions. 

‘Proper action looking toward the es- 
tablishment of a Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search should immediately be taken, The 
first object of this bureau should be to 
make a municipal survey, to furnish ac- 
curate and adequate knowledge of social, 
industrial, and economic conditions, lead- 
ing to specific and practicable plans for 
city betterment.”’ 

He asked for the cleansing of street 
cars to prevent the spread of contagious 
disease and deman‘ted an increased num- 
ber of street cars during busy hours.

The actual transfer of the checks and 
warrants between the city and the offi- 


time ago, was made yesterday in the 
office of Controller Prendergast at 280 
Broadway. 

The sas company paid over to the city 
$7,428,084, and received in return from 
the city $6,999,686, giving a balance in 
favor of the city of $428,398. 

The counter claims were based on the 


unpaid franchise taxes owed to the city « 


by the Consolidated and its. subsidiary 
companies, and the lighting bills were due 
from the city. When the agitation for 
cheaper gas was started in 1902 the city 
discontinued the payment of its lighting 
bills, and the Consolidated consequently 
stopped paying anything on its franchise 
taxes. 

When the 80-cent gas law was finally 
passed, fixing the price of municipal light- 
ing at 75 cents per thousand cubic feet, at- 
tempts were made to settle up the counter 
Claims.» The gas companies had in the 
meantime gone to court on the question 
of the valuations on which they were 
taxed, and the Controller found some dif- 
ficulty in obtaining a certification of the 
— yearly bills of the city for its light- 
ng. 

Controller Metz took the matter up fn 
earnest, but was unable to bring about a 
settlement. When Mayor Gaynor came 
into office this was one of the first things 
to which he turned his attention. He 
called a conference between the officers 
of the Consolidated and the representa 
tives of the Finance Department, and the 
Department of Water Supply, Gas, and 
Electricity, and instructed them to try to 
arrive at a basis of settlement as s00n as 
possible. 

They did this, and the matter was ree 
ferred to Corporation Counsel Watson. He 
drew a plan of agreement, which was 
finally approved by the Mayor, President 
Cortelyou of the Consolidated, and Con- 
troller Prendergast. It was on this basis 
that the settlement was made yesterday. 
There is still some disagreement over 
about $200,000 in interest, and the city 
therefore withheld $240,000 from the total] 
of its principal until the matter can be 
settied 

Those representing the city and the gag 
company gathered in the Controller’s 
office soon after 2 o’clock yesterday 


afternoon. President Cortelyou was prese ’ 


ent with Robert A. Carter, Secretary of 
the Consolidated, and some half dozen 
lawyers and clerks. The city was repre- 
sented by the Controller, Deputy Con- 
trollers Mathewson and Fisher, 
Moynahan, Collector of Assessments and 
Arrears, Receiver of Taxes Austen, and 
Charles S. Hervey, Chief Statistician of 
the Department of Finance.

“We cannot hope,” said Dr. Wilgus,

Spring meeting of the commission at the 
Hotel Manhattan yesterday, ‘‘for a de- 
sirable race from these immigrants now, 
coming to our shores. Some of the im- 
migrants are so low in the scale of hu- 
manity, like the Macedonians and the 
Slavs from the Carpathian Range, that 
they don't know their own names. They 
forget the names of the towns they come 
from or they do not even know the days 
of the week or the months of the year. 
‘There is no adequate manner for in- 


specting immigrants at present at Eilis ‘ 


Island. Each immigrant is given two 
minutes for a medical examination and 
the answertng of twenty-two questions 
that are put to him by the lay Inspector. 

“There is no one cure for this evil. 
The literacy test and the increase in the 
tax head would aid some, but Congress 
ought to extend the period of three years 
in which an immigrant can be adjudged 
a public charge.’’ 

Dr. W. L. Russell was of the opinion 
that the large insanity rate among the 
immigrants was due to the conditions 
forced upon them in America, and partic- 
ularly in the large cities. .The Italians, 
he said, were the only race free from the. 
taint.

‘NEW HAVEN SEEKS APPRAISAL. | 


Asks the Massachusetts Legislature to 
Recognize Railroad’s Value. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 19.—In be- 
half of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad it is explained that 
its new petition to the Massachusetts 
Legislature has two objects, first, the 
validation of the stock and debt alleged 
to be illegal under the Massachusetts law, 
and, secondly, such an official appraisal 
as will decognize the increase of value of 
the plant of the corporation as a basis 
for legal investment by Massachusetts in- 
stitutions in the securities of the com- 
pany. 

The report of Jan. 20, 1910, of the Mas- 
sachusetts Railroad Commissioners and 
Bank and Tax Commissioner recommeand- 
ed that the Massachusetts Legislature 
should ascertain whether ‘‘ the outstand- 
ing obligations of the New Haven (om- 
pany are in the aggregate secured by the 
aggregate corporate assets,’’ and thatthe 
company’s engineers, accountants, and 
rel experts should supply the necessary 
ata. 

This has already been done by the New 
Haven Company by means of the Stevens 
valuation, which, as indicated by a re- 
cent report of President Mellen, showed a 
valuation of somewhat more than $609,- 

0,000, as compared with book assets of 
about one-half the amount. 


DIVIDENDS 135 PER CENT. 


Central Trust Payments, with New Ex- 
tra Dividend Added, Amount to That. 


The Directors of the Central Trust Com- 
pany declared yesterday an extra divi- 
dend of 9 per cent. on the $3,000,000 cap- 
ital stock. The regular quarterly divi- 
dend has been 9 per cent., so this extra 
dividend brings the disbursement for the 
year up to 45 per cent. 

Prior to the increase in the Central 
Trust’s stock last year from $1,000,000 to 
$3,000,000 dividends of 15 per cent. were 
paid quarterly with extra dividends of 20 
per cent., making the trust, company’s 
total dividend on its old stock 80 per cent. 
a year. The capital stock is now three 


times the amount at which it stood up to 
last year, all of which increase was made 
out of earned surplus. The present divi- 
dend rate, therefore, is at the rate of 135 
per cent. a year on the old capital. 

Despite the large dividends which the 
Central Trust is now paying and has 
been paying for years, it shows the largest 
surplus which has been earned by any 
trust company in New York City. Its sur- 
plus and undivided profits, in addition to 
ts $5,000,000 capital stock, amounted on 
March 25, the date of the last report, to 
$16,166,229.

GOLD SHIPMENTS INCREASING. 


Total Now Up to $16,000,000 and Out- 
flow May Be Enlarged. 


Gold to the amount of $3,930,000 was 
withdrawn from the sub-Treasury yester- 
day in the shape of gold coin for. ship- 
ment abroad, and further engagements of 
$1,500,000 were announced which may be 
taken out this morning. Those engage- 
ments and withdrawals bring up to $16,- 
000,000 the outflow of gold on the present 
movement, which began on April 2. Of 
the gold taken from the sub-Treasury 
about $3,000,000 was on transactions pre- 
viously announced and the balance was 
On new engagements. Kidder, Peabody 
& Co, took $2,500,000, Knauth, Nachod & 
Kuhne $500,000, ‘and Heidelbacn, Ickel- 
heimer & Co. $100,000, all for London, 
and the Bank of New York took $200, 000 
and the National Bank of Commerce $580, . 
000 for Argentina. In addition to this it 
was announced that the Bank of New 
York would probably ship an additional 
$500,000 to Argentina, and that Crossman 
& Sielcken would withdraw $1,000,000 to- 
day for shipment to Brazil.

MORE GOLD FOR LONDON 





Nearly $4,000,000 Taken for Export 
Without Affecting Money Market’s 
Course—Wheat Declines Again. 





Additional engagements of gold for 
London and South America, further de- 
clines in prices on grain markets, and 
a rally in cotton from the low figures 
touched on Monday, under the influence 
of the Government's action against the 
So-called “‘ cotton pool,’’ were the features 
of the Wall Street day.

Those Copper Figures. 

Stocks of copper companies were not at 
all influenced by the intimation that the 
Producers’ Association had under consid- 
eration the abandonment of the policy cf 
publishing monthly reports on produc- 
tion, deliveries, exports, and supplies on 
hand. As a general argument against 
the continuance of the reports members 
of the association say that the figures 
afford too much ammunition for specula- 
tion in Wall Street. Specifically, they 
say that a showing of 100,000,000 pounds 
of copper on hand convinces everybody 
but the well informed that the market is 
oversupplied and on the verge of démoral- 
ization, although this is by no means 
the case. If such misinterpretation of the 
figures has really been going on it speaks 
volumes for the self-restraint of the cop- 
per interests that they have not profited 
in a stock market way. The curious feat- 
ure of the situation is that throughout 
the year or more during which the figures 
have been published the general opinion 
of their meaning has been consistently 
confirmed by the price of copper metal. 

+,* 
Influence on Copper Merger. 

Whatever the real reason for the sus- 
pension of the publication of the copper 
figures might be, a decision to omit them 
would mark a step in retreat from the 
publicity which is everywhere coming to 
be recognized as beneficial to a properly 
conducted business. Certain members of 
the association, in defense of the step, 
assert that other industries make no such 
reports, but this is incorrect. One of the 
most trustworthy barometers of business 
conditions is found in the statistics pro- 
vided monthly by the ironmakers of the 
country, and from their output a fair es- 
timate of steel production may be formed. 
The proposed great ‘‘ copper merger ’’ will 
not be helped by the lapse of the copper 
trade into its former secretive ways. 
*,* 
Steel Dividend. 

One of the favorite subjects of specu- 
lation in brokerage offices at the mo- 
ment is the coming Steel dividend. Opin- 
ion seems to be divided on the question 
of an increase in the rate, and no help 
to a conclusion has been found in the 
decision of the corporation to advance 
wages. One school of thinkers on the 
dividend argues that the wage increase 
was a necessary preliminary to a divi- 
dend advance, while another and equally 
numerous class of philosophers urges that 
the advance in wages entirely precludes 
a higher dividend. Nobody, at the mo- 
ment, at least, seems to consider the ap-

The opinion to this effect is 
based entirely on the great amount of 
Steel stock standing in the names of 
brokerage houses, but it requires only a 
moment’s consideration to show how false 
may be the conclusion drawn from such 
holdings. Day in and day out. people 
buy securities in Wall Street, pay for 
them, and never take the trouble to hav6é 
the certificates transferred to their own 
names. There are many reasons for this 
course of action, one of them being that 
many people of means have accounts with 
banking and brokerage houses and simpli- 
fy the collection of dividends by leaving 
this work to the houses in question, which 
receive the usual distributions and credit 
them to their clients’ accounts.

New Wabash Terminal Committee. 


Pittsburg holders of Wabash-Pittsbure 
Terminal bonds, it became known yester- 
day, have organized a committee to rep- 
resent the bondholders, thus bringing an- 
other protective committee for these 
bonds into the field.

Frank P. Hayne said yesterday that he 
had received this telegram from a friend 
in Rome, Ga.:

DEFENDS VIVISECTION. 


Dr. Flexner, Opposing Inquiry, Teils of 


Results Accomplished by It. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, N. Y., April 19.—Associations 
opposed to cruelty in animal experimenta- 
tion argued before the Senate Finance 
Committee to-day in favor of the Bayne- 
Goodspeed bill providing for an official 
investigation of “vivisection as practiced 
in this State. Senator Bayne said that 
reports of irresponsible experiments and 
allegations of unnecessary cruelty justi- 
fied a thorough inquiry by the State. 
Mrs. William Van Namee. Secretary of 
the Society for the Prevention of Abuse 
in Animal Experiments, said the society 
was not opposed to vivisection, but to 
experiments —— by medical students in 
imitation of xperts, which, she said, 
often resulted in unnecessary cruelty. Dr. 
Simon Flexner, Director of the Rocke- 
feller Institute, gave illustrations of the 
value to the medical world of anima] ex- 
perimentation. Vivisectiex, he said. had 
resulted in the discovery of a treatment 
for infantile paralysis, which claimed 2.500 
victims in New York C ity. and the Hud- 

son Valley in two years. 

‘For every monkey used in the experi- 
ments which led to the discovery of a 
cure for cerebro-spinal meningitis.’’ Dr. 
Mlexner said, *‘a score of lives has been 
saved already in this State, and scores of 
hundreds will be saved in the future.” 

Those besides Dr. Flexner who opposed 
the bill was Prof. Frederick S&S. Lee of 
Columbia University and Dr. W. B. Can- 
norm of the Harvard Medical School. Dr.

Judge Foster 
Overruled him, but declared that all the 
testimony and the exhibits, which include 
the umbrella, the hair of the murdered 
girl, the bag in which the body was found, 
and certain photographs discovered in 
Wolter’s room should be stricken later 
from the record if the prosecution faiied 
to connect them with the case.

Mr. Moss went on to detail how the ten- 
ants of the next apartment: to Wolter’s 
in Seventy-fifth Street on Saturday after- 
noon threw from the fire-escane a bag 
which had been left there on Thursday 
night. With the bag was a rolled- -up 
shirt. Taggart, the tenant, called the ai- 
tention of Mohl, the janitor, to these ar- 
ticles, and when the latter refused to in- 
vestigate did so himself. 

‘The bag,’ said Mr. Moss, ‘* contained 
the burned body of a young woman. The 
shirt, which belonged to Wolter, bore the 
initial ‘W.’ The body was ide ntified at 
the station house as being that of Ruth 
W heeler.’ 

The prosecutor then described how Wol- 
ter on the Thursday night had painted the 
fireplace in his apartment and tried to 
cover it up, and how the police found in 
the ashes a day or two later bones, teeth, 
and articles which are supposed to have 
belonged to Ruth Wheeler. 

‘* We shall show,’’ said Mr. Moss, ‘“ that 
Ruth Wheeler was not only strangled 
and burned, but that other injuries were 
inflicted upon her. We shall prove that 
Albert Wolter hilled her.’’ 

The first two witnesses called by the 
prosecution were Walter H. Volckening, 
an architect of 116 Decatur Street, Brook- 
lyn, who identified a drawing he had 
made of 224 East Seventy- fifth Street, 
and Harold L. Cole, a photographer, who 
took photographs of the fireplace, bed- 
room, and rear room, where Wolter lived. 

Mrs. Wheeler, mother of the murdered 
girl, was then called. She identified some 
photog zraphs of her daughter, and in spite 
of the vigorous objections of Mr. Seott 
she also identif fied the umbrella, a string 
of beads, and other articles found in 
Wolter’s rooms as having belonged to her 
daughter.
